The statute makes the fees of Jurors 
a charge against the county payable 
upon the Clerk’s certificates out of the 
County Treasury. 

This is wholly erroneous. 
way to reach the General Fund (from 
which jurors are paid, the Jury Fund 
being an empty myth in this county), 
is through the County Commissioners, 
There are a few exceptional cases, we 
know, where the county treasury can 
be reached indepondent of the Com- 
missioners—the salury of the District 
Judge, the payment by order of Court 
of the expenses of indigent witnesses, 
and the remuneration of attorneys 
appointed by the court to defend in- 
digent persons charged with crime. 
Not a dvilay of the money in the 
county treasury cin be legally touched 
to pay jurors except with the consent 
of the Commissioners. | Doubtless 
General Clarke is correct in stating 
that the plaintiff, his client, is legally 
responsible for the fees, but as he, in 
the capacity of a gentleman, induced 
the jurors to forego their rights, it 
strikes our non-professional mind that 
the obligation should be viewed wholly 
from the standpuint of a gentleman.
